“Thanks to Sir Thomas Wade the consular 
service wag lowered in rank and usefulness, The 
man most acceptable to him, was the one who 
raised no questions, gave no. tronble, drow pay 
quietly and did aiothing. Whereas men of foros. 
andenterprise, like Mr. 4labaster, whodid allthat 
man conld do. to promote not only his own but 
allother countries’ interests was feared, snubbed, 
kept in tha background and inaotive. 

“Bir John Walsham has for Ist Seorctary a 
‘men of grand ability, Mr. Goschen, brother.of 
tho patriotic gentleman who stands as one of our 
very firat stataamen. But tho Chinese dopart- 
ment is not strong enough, as Mr. Ballock, for 
whom every'one who knows him has the utnaoat 
respect and regard, is moro fit for a aoccondary 
than a first post. What Sir Joho Walsham 
should do is ta call Mr. Alabaster from Canton. 
‘Wa would then have as Chinese Secretary a maa 
of high intellectual force, bold, able and praoti- 
cal in all the arts of negociation and -diplomac: 
with a most souto Eastern people, to anderstan: 
whom aright noods special quality of mind and 
training.”
